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No clinical data indicates an 
advantage of using NSAIDs 
with a salicylate or multiple 
NSAIDs. 


Duplicity of therapy | Concurrent salicylates or NSAIDs 


Drug-drug interactions | Cyclosporine 


Anticoagulants, oral Thrombolytic agents prolong PT, T risk of GI 
Heparin bleed 
Beta blockers + antihypertensive effect
